Me.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  great  pleasure  in  presenting  to  yon  my 
Twenty-seventh  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and 
Mortality  of  the  Borough,  with  a  statement  of  the  Sanitary 
Work  accomplished  during  the  year  ended  December  31st, 
1905.  In  this  Report  I  shall  lay  before  you  some  suggestions 
for  your  consideration,  which,  if  carried  out,  will,  I  think, 
improve  the  sanitary  condition  and,  consequently,  the 
health  of  the  ^habitants. 

The  population,  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General, 
to  the  middle  of  1905  is  86,390;  males  40,373,  females 
46,017.  The  population  pen  inhabited  house,  as  obtained 
from  the  Census  Returns,  1901,  was  4T1,  as  compared  with 
4'30  in  the  previous  decade.  210  houses  were  built  during 
the  year  and  27  ordered  to  be  closed  by  your  Committee 
as  unfit  for  human  habitation,

The  Births  registered  during  the  year  numbered  1,880 ; 
males  941,  females  939  ;  showing  a  decrease  of  70  on  those  of 
the  preceding  year,  and  being  equal  to  an  annual  birth-rate 
of  217  per  1,000  of  the  population,  or  IT  less  than  the 
preceding  year.  This  is  the  lowest  birth-rate  I  have  any 
record  of  for  your  Borough.  The  same  rate  last  year  was 
22’8,  and  the  preceding  year  24’4.  The  birth-rate  for  the 
whole  of  England  and  Wales  was  27'2  per  1,000,  which  was 
0‘7  per  1,000  below  the  rate  in  1904,  and  lower  than  the  rate 
in  any  other  year  on  record;  compared  with  the  average  in 
the  ten  years  1895-1904,  the  birth-rate  in  1905  showed  a 
decrease  of  1'8  per  1,000.  The  birth-rate  for  the  seventy- 
six  great  towns  was  28’2,  and  for  the  one-hundred-and-forty- 
one  next  largest  towns  26‘9.  Of  the  different  wards  of  the 
Borough,  Wardlewortli  West  had  the  highest  birth-rate,  it 
being  30*6  jier  1,000;  the  lowest  was  in  Wuerdle,  15'8.  97, 
or  5'16  per  cent,  of  the  total  births  were  illegitimate  ;  males 
55,  females  42.  During  the-year  1904,  arrangements  were 
made  with  the  Registrars  of  the  various  districts  to  supply 
me,  weekly,  with  a  list  of  the  Births  registered  within  the 
Borough.  The  purpose  for  which  these  are  supplied  is  so 
that  the  Lady  Inspector  may  visit,  obtain  information  as  lo 
the  method  of  feeding,  mother’s  occupation,  and  note  the 
general  sanitary  condition  of  the  house,  and  in  cases  where 
no  medical  man  is  in  attendance  give  verbal  and  written 
instruction  as  to  the  feeding  and  general  care  of  infants 
and  young  children.  The  enquiries  made  in  1,715  cases 
showed  that  in  1,093  they  were  fed  by  the  breast ;  in  170  by 
breast  and  bottle ;  in  452  by  bottle  (milk  and  water,  and 
patent  foods).  Where  the  mothers  worked  in  the  mill,  the 
babies  were  usually  put  out  to  be  nursed,  and  on  enquiry 
were  found  in  many  cases  to  be  fed  on  solid  food,  such  as 
potatoes,  bacon,  bread  and  butter,  &c.  In  almost  every 
case  the  mother  was  quite  willing  to  receive  instruction  and 
advice  as  to  the  feeding  and  general  care  of  the  baby. 

The  total  number  of  Deaths  amongst  residents  was 
1,443;  males  677,  females  766 ;  equal  to  an  annual  death- 
rate  of  16’ 7  per  1,000.  This  is  the  corrected  death-rate,

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and  includes  all  Roclidale  residents  who  have  been  removed 
for  treatment  or  infirmity  to  such  Public  Institutions  as 
the  Workhouse,  Royal  Infirmary  (Manchester),  &c., 
outside  the  Borough.  It  excludes  all  residents  of  other 
districts  dying  in  Public  Institutions  within  the  Borough. 
Excluding  the  deaths  in  the  Workhouse  the  death-rate 
would  then  become  15  0  per  L,000,  and  if  I  include  the 
Workhouse  population  of  Rochdale  people,  and  the  deaths 
amongst  Rochdale  people  resident  in  the  Workhouse,  our 
death-rate  would  then  be  16'5.  The  same  rate  for  similar¬ 
sized  towns  was  15*7.  The  annual  death-rate  amongst 
males  was  16'76,  and  females  16*65  per  1,000  estimated  to 
be  living  of  each  sex.  Last  year  the  corresponding  rates 
were  19*40  and  16*25.  In  equal  numbers  living  the  deaths 
were  as  101  males  to  100  females.  The  corrected  death- 
rate  was  highest  in  Wardle worth  West  Ward,  20*5, 
Castleton  Rorth  Ward  being  next  with  18*7.  The  lowest 
was  in  Wuerdle  Ward,  14*0  per  1,000. 


The  following  table  gives  the  annual  death-rate  per

from  the  Registrar-General’s  Report  (except  Rochdale)  : —

The  number  of  deaths  of  infants  nnder  one  year  of  age 
was  251,  or  17*4  per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths,  and  2*1  less 
than  last  year.  The  infantile  mortality  was  133  per  1,000 
of  the  births  registered  during  the  same  time.  In  England 
and  Wales  this  rate  was  128,  in  the  seventy-six  great 
towns  140,  in  the  one-liundred-and-forty-one  smaller  towns 
132,  and  in  rural  districts  113.  By  referring  to  Chart  I. 
yon  will  see  at  a  glance  the  total  weekly  deaths  of  infants 
under  one  year  of  age,  and  the  number  of  these  caused  by 
respiratory  affections  marked  red.

Of  the  251  deaths  of  children  under  one  year  of  age 
mentioned  above,  249  were  enquired  into;  two  families  had 

removed  before  enquiries  could  be  made.  The  result  of 

% 

the  enquiries  made  show  that  only  47  were  breast-fed  and 
51  did  not  live  long  enough  to  take  any  food,  16  had  both 
breast  and  bottle,  leaving  a  total  of  135  or  53'8  per  cent, 
that  received  no  breast  food.  Of  the  135  not  breast-fed,  96 
were  bottle-fed  (milk  and  water),  and  39  fed  on  Patent  Food 
and  bread  “pobbies.”  A  few  of  the  breast-fed  babies  had 
bread  “pobbies,"’  occasionally  in  addition  to  the  breast- 
milk.  Of  the  deaths  amongst  children  not  breast-fed  24 
were  due  to  developmental  diseases,  and  27  to  diarrhoea, 
25  of  which  had  long  tube  bottles  for  feeding  purposes. 
By  referring  to  the  adjoining  Table  you  will  see  that 
breast-fed  children  are  much  less  liable  to  Zymotic, 
Respiratory,  and  Tubercular  diseases  as  is  shown  by  the 
following  figures,  namely: — only  5  deaths  occurred  from 
the  above  causes  amongst  breast-fed  children,  whilst 
82  occurred  amongst  children  not  breast-fed.  This,  no 
doubt,  would  be  accounted  for  by  irritation  to  the 

mouth  and  alimentary  canal  caused  by  the  unsuitable 

* 

food,  and  thereby  preparing  it  for  the  more  ready 
reception  of  these  diseases.  The  effects  of  the  mothers’ 
occupation  on  the  health  of  their  children  may  be  seen 
by  examining  the  adjoining  Table.  89  deaths  occurred 
among  infants  whose  mothers  worked  in  the  mill,  and  141 
among  infants  whose  mothers  followed  home  work.  The 
sanitary  condition  of  the  houses  was  good  in  142  cases,  and 
bad  in  107.  The  infantile  mortality,  as  shown  by  the 
adjoining  Table,  presents  a  horribly  bad  case  against  back- 
to-back  houses,  namely,  of  44  deaths  from  preventable 
diseases  30  occurred  in  this  type  of  house:  and  of  8  deaths 
from  Tubercular  diseases  5  occurred.  121  deaths,  or  48'2  per 
cent,  of  the  infant  deaths  occurred  in  back-to-back  houses, 
leaving  128  in  through  houses.  The  whole  of  the  enquiries 
show  that  these  deaths  have  been  more  the  result  of  want- 
of  knowledge  than  neglect.  I  think  that  if  you  appointed 
an  additional  Lady  Inspector  to  instruct  these  mothers  in 
cleanliness  and  the  care  of  their  offspring,  the  death-rate 
of  your  Borough  would  be  materially  affected  for  the  better.

363  deaths  of  children  under  five  years  of  age  Were 
recorded  during  the  year  under  notice,  or  117  less  than 
the  preceding  year,  and  82  less  than  the  average  for  the 
ten  preceding  years.  The  percentage  of  deaths  at  this  age 
to  the  total  deaths  was  25' 1,  or  8'6  per  cent,  less  than  the 
average  for  the  preceding  decade.  Of  the  1,443  deaths 
occurring  during  the  year,  369  were  at  or  over  the  age  of 
sixty-five,  and  equal  to  25'6  per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths. 
These  figures  speak  well  for  the  health  and  cleanliness 
of  your  Borough,  when  you  consider  that  the  rate  of 
mortality  below  five  years  is  the  best  test  of  the  sanitary 
condition  of  a  district,  as  it  is  the  least  affected  by 
varieties  of  occupation,  and  most  by  the  sanitary  condition 
of  the  houses  and  surroundings. 

The  following  table  shows  the  rates  in  the  surrounding 
towns  under  the  several  headings  as  below,  for  the  purpose 
of  comparison.  The  towns  chosen  are  about  the  same  size 
as  Boclidale,  and  like  it  are  employed  chiefly  in  manu¬ 
facturing  industries  : —  Rate  of

Deatli-rate, ZymoticDeatli-rate, and  Inf  ant  Mortality  compare 


favourably  with  the  similar-sized  surrounding  towns. 
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Chart  showing  notifiable  Infectious  Diseases  reported 
each  month  of  the  year  1905. 
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The  seven  principal  Zymotic  diseases  caused  112 
deaths,  or  65  less  than  the  preceding  year;  and  13  less 
than  the  mean  average  for  the  decade  1895-1904.  The 
death-rate  from  these  causes  during  the  year  was  1:30 
per  1,000  of  the  population ;  the  same  rate  for  England 
and  Wales  was  1'52;  the  seventy-six  great  towns  1*88 ; 
and  the  one-liundred-and-forty-one  smaller  towns  T50. 
Wardleworth  East  Ward  had  the  highest  death-rate,  2’30; 
Castleton  North  Ward  came  next  with  2'19 ;  and  Spotland 
East  Ward  the  lowest  rate  from  these  causes,  0'68. 

During  the  year  only  two  cases  of  Smallpox  have  been 
notified  in  the  Borough  ;  one,  I  think,  was  contracted  in 
Oldham,  the  other  was  a  doubtful  case,  and  I  could  not 
find  the  source  of  infection.  However,  I  took  the  usual 
course  in  both  cases,  namely,  immediate  removal  to  Hospital, 
disinfection  of  the  house,  occupants,  and  clothing,  vaccination 
of  as  many  as  possible,  and  subsequent  supervision,  for  a 
fortnight,  of  those  persons  who  had  been  in  contact  with  the 
patient  during  the  time  of  his  illness.  Luckily  no  secondary 
cases  occurred. 

There  was  only  one  death  from  Measles  registered 
during  the  year.  Notification  of  this  disease  not  being 
compulsory,  there  have  only  been  72  cases  ascertained,  but 
there  is  no  doubt  that  many  more  cases  occurred  which 
did  not  come  to  my  knowledge.  The  death-rate  from 
this  cause  was  O'Ol  per  1,000.  This  is  the  lowest  death- 
rate  from  this  cause  for  the  past  twenty  years.  The  same 
rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  0'32,  for  the  seventy-six 
great  towns  0'39,  for  the  one-hundred-and-forty-one  smaller 
towns  0-31,  and  for  the  rural  districts  0'24.  Pamphlets, 
giving  simple  directions  for  isolation  and  for  disinfection  at 
the  termination  of  the  illness,  were  sent  to  all  houses  where 
this  disease  was  known  to  have  occurred.

478  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified,  and  out  of 
this  number  only  ,22  proved  fatal.  Of  these  6  occurred  in 
Castleton  South  Ward,  8  in  Castleton  Moor,  4  in  Castleton 
West,  2  in  Wardleworth  South,  and  1  each  in  Castleton 
East  and  Wuerdle  Wards.  The  death-iate  from  this  cause 
was  0'25  per  1,000,  or  a  case  mortality  of  4'6  per  cent. 
The  same  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  0*11,  for  the 
seventy-six  great  towns  0*13,  for  the  one-hundred-and- 
forty-one  smaller  towns  0*11,  and  in  lural  districts  0'09, 
293  of  the  cases  notified,  or  61*3  per  cent.,  were  removed  for 
treatment  to  Marian d  Hospital. 


Whooping  Cough  has  been  credited  with  13  deaths,  or 
23  less  than  the  preceding  year.  The  average  number  of 
deaths  for  the  ten  preceding  years  was  25.  The  notification 
of  this  disease  not  being  compulsory,  I  have  had  no  intima¬ 
tion  of  any  cases  occurring  within  the  Borough,  but  there 
is  no  doubt  that  many  did  occur.  The  deaths  form  0'9 1 
per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths  occurring  in  the  year  under 
notice.  They  were  distributed  all  over  the  Borough,  and 
occurred  chiefly  during  the  latter  half  of  the  year. 


Under  this  head  of  Other  Fevers  are  included  Typhoid 
for  Enteric),  Typhus,  Simple  and  ill-defined  forms  of 
Continued  Fever.  Only  5  deaths  are  thus  accounted  for : 
1  occurred  in  Castleton  North,  1  in  Castleton  South,  2  in 
Spot-land  West,  and  1  in  Wardleworth  East  Ward.  The 
death-rate  was  0'06  per  1,000  of  the  population.  There 
were  34  notifications  of  Enteric  Fever  during  the  year,  or 
12  more  than  the  preceding  year.  15  of  these  cases,  or 
44  per  cent,  were  removed  for  treatment  to  Marland 
Hospital.  The  rapid  decline  in  this  Fever  is  best  shown 
by  giving  you  the  average  total  annual  deaths  in  periods 
of  five  years  since  the  passing  of  “  The  Public  Health  Act, 
1875,”  the  only  period  for  which  I  have  any  reliable 
statistics ; — -

During  this  time  the  population  has  increased  by  nearly 

20,000. 

Diarrhoeal  Diseases  caused  45  deaths  or  9  less  than 
the  preceding  year.  36  of  these  were  due  to  Diarrhoea, 
and  9  to  Epidemic  or  Zymotic  Enteritis.  The  death-rate 
was  0'52  per  1,000,  whilst  the  same  rate  for  England  and 
Wales  was  0'59  ;  for  the  seventy-six  great  towns  0*83 ;  for 
the  one-hundred-and-forty-one  smaller  towns  0‘57 ;  and 
for  rural  districts  0'32.  They  form  3*12  per  cent,  of  the 
total  deaths.  Of  the  29  infants  under  one  year  of  age 
whose  death  was  due  to  this  cause,  23  occurred  in  back-to- 
back  houses,  which  is  another  striking  |3’roof  that  back-to- 
back  houses  are  not  fit  to  live  in.  This  disease  is  non- 
notifiable ;  each  house  at  which  a  death  occurs  is  visited 
by  the  Lady  Inspector,  and  the  following  enquiries  made, 
viz. : — A  general  inspection  of  the  premises ;  water  and 
milk  supply;  place  for  storing  milk;  the  mode  of  feeding; 
if  any  other  illness  in  the  neighbourhood,  etc.,  and 
instructions  given  to  prevent  any  further  spead  of  the 
disease.  Chart  II.  shows  at  a  glance  the  proportion  of 
deaths  among  infants  and  older  persons. 

54  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified  during  the  year, 
of  which  26  proved  fatal,  being  a  case  mortality  of  48*1  per 
cent.  Last  year  the  case  mortality  was  32’7  per  cent.,  the 
year  previous  30’4  per  cent.  Your  Committee  provide 
Antidiphtheria  Serum  to  all  medical  men  for  use  within 
the  Borough  free  of  charge,  on  their  sending  a  full  report 
of  the  case  on  a  prescribed  form.  This  Serum  was  used  in 
25  cases,  out  of  which  only  6,  or  24  per  cent,  proved  fatal. 
These  25  were,  no  doubt,  the  most  severe  of  the  54  reported. 
The  following  Table  shows  the  effects  of  the  use  of  Serum :

Th  is  Table,  owing  to  the  small  number  of  cases  dealt 
with,  is  only  partially  reliable,  whilst  it  shows  that  the 
earlier  the  Serum  is  used  the  lower  the  death-rate,  and 
the  death-rate  in  cases  where  Serum  is  not  used  is  much 
in  excess  of  the  cases  in  which  it  is  used. 

8  cases  of  Puerperal  Fever  were  notified,  five  of  which 
died.  In  each  case  the  house  was  visited  to  ascertain  any 
possible  sanitary  defects,  and  on  the  termination  of  the 
case  the  bedding,  room  occupied,  &c.,  were  all  thoroughly 
disinfected.  In  cases  where  a  midwife  had  attended,  her 
clothing  wras  disinfected,  and  in  4  cases  the  midwives’  bag 
and  appliances  were  also  disinfected. 

24  deaths  were  directly  due  to  Influenza,  as  compared 
with  12  in  the  preceding  year,  and  15  in  the  year  pre¬ 
ceding  that. 

81  cases  of  Erysipelas  were  notified,  2  of  which 
proved  fatal. 

Respiratory  Diseases  caused  341  deaths,  of  which  112 
were  due  to  Phthisis,  and  the  remainder  to  the  more  acute 
lung  affections,  equal  to  an  annual  death-rate  of  3‘95  per 
1,000.  Of  the  deaths  from  the  more  acute  Lung  Diseases, 
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39  wore  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  (see  chart  at  end 
of  book),  or  17  per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths  from  this  cause. 
24  were  of  children  between  the  ages  of  one  and  five  years, 
or  10'5  per  cent.,  and  68  of  persons  over  the  age  of  65 
years,  or  29' 7  per  cent.  The  death-rate  from  Respiratory 
Diseases  other  than  Phthisis  was  2*65,  and  from  Phthisis 
1*30  per  1,000.  The  highest  rate  in  any  Ward  from 
Phthisis  wrns  in  Castleton  North,  viz.,  P99  per  1,000  of 
population,  and  the  lowest  was  0'68  in  Castleton  Moor 
Ward.  Prom  the  more  acute  lung  affections,  the  highest 
death-rate  was  in  Castleton  North  Ward,  3'58  per  1,000, 
and  the  lowest  in  Spotland  East  Ward,  2'03.  There  has 
been  a  decrease  of  62  in  the  deaths  from  respiratory 
affections. 


Owing1  to  the  notification  of  this  disease  not  being 
compulsory,  there  have  only  been  39  cases  notified  during 
the  past  year,  of  which  15  died.  The  total  deaths  from 
this  cause  numbered  112;  males  61,  females  51.  82  houses 

where  death  occurred  have  been  visited  and  the  tenants 
urged  to  have  their  houses  disinfected.  In  55  cases  they 
consented,  and  in  48  the  bedding  was  removed  for  the 
purpose  of  disinfection.  In  17  cases  the  bedding  was 
washed  in  disinfectant  at  home,  and  in  2  cases  the  bedding 
was  destroyed.  30  of  the  deaths  occurred  in  Dearnley 
Workhouse,  and  1  in  the  Infirmary.  Of  the  deaths  from 
this  cause  21,  or  18'8  per  cent,  occurred  in  back-to-back 
houses.  In  31  families  relations  had  died  or  were  suffering 
from  Phthisis.  The  following  were  the  occupations  of  the 
112  who  died  from  this  disease:  —  mill  hands  41,  home- 
workers  15,  general  labourers  7,  iron  workers  6,  carters  2, 
brewers  2,  joiners  2,  tailors  2,  school  children  2,  ware¬ 
houseman  1,  collier  1,  dogger  1,  plasterer  1,  servant  1, 
insurance  agent  1,  patternmaker  1,  dressmaker  1,  care¬ 
taker  1,  stonemason  1,  porter  1,  mariner  1,  engine 
driver  1,  soldier  1,  pot  transferor  1,  chemist  1,  hair¬ 
dresser  1,  slipper  maker  1,  hawker  I,  music  teacher  1,

There  were  75  deaths  from  Cancer  during  the  year — 
males  25,  females  50 — 74  of  which  were  enquired  into. 
18  were  due  to  Cancer  of  the  Stomach  ;  15  of  the  Liver ; 
11  of  the  Intestines;  10  of  the  Uterus;  5  of  the  Breast ; 
3  of  the  Tongue  ;  2  of  the  Pancreas  ;  2  of  the  Thigh  ;  2  of 
the  Bladder;  and  1  each  of  the  Kidney,  Larynx,  Vagina, 
Vulva,  Ovary,  and  Gall-bladder.  One  death  occurred  in  a 
Manchester  Institution  of  a  Rochdale  resident  who  was 
removed  thereto  for  treatment.  The  sanitary  condition  of 
the  house  was  good  in  every  case,  with  the  exception  of  8. 
5  deaths  occurred  in  back-to-back  houses.  11  occurred  in 
Dearnley  Workhouse,  and  1  in  the  Rochdale  Infirmary. 
In  16  cases  Cancer  was  said  to  be  the  cause  of  death  in  a 
near  relative.  In  18  cases  the  persons  were  abstainers, 
and  in  4  heavy  drinkers.  The  deaths  occurred  in  all  parts 
of  the  Borough,  which  will  be  seen  by  examining  Table  X. 
The  following  were  the  occupations  of  those  persons  who 
died  from  this  disease: — housework  31,  mill  hands  15, 
charing  4,  labourers  3,  stonemasons  2,  travellers  2, 
engineers  2,  shopkeeper  1,  carter  1,  bath  manageress  1, 
painter  1,  iron-turner  1,  designer  L,  ex-policeman  1, 
retired  gentleman  1,,  not  ascertained  8. 

There  was  only  one  death  uncertified  as  to  its  cause, 
either  by  a  registered  Medical  Practitioner  or  by  the  Coroner. 
This  amounts  to  '02  per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths,  while  the 
same  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  1'6  per  cent. 

There  were  111  Inquests  held  by  the  Coroner  during 
the  year,  forming  7' 7  per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths.  The 
Registrar  General  gives  the  same  rate  for  the  whole  of 
England  and  Wales  as  6‘8  per  cent. 

On  January  1st,  1905,  there  were  52  cases  in  Marland 
Hospital,  all  of  which  were  Scarlet  Fever.  During  the 
year  there  were  admitted  348,  or  41  less  than  the  preceding 
year,  of  which  309  were  Scarlet  Fever,  17  Enteric  Fever, 
16  Smallpox,  5  Diphtheria,  and  1  Measles.  Of  these,  27 
came  from  Middleton,  5  from  Dearnley  Workhouse,  and 
the  remainder  from  within  the  Borough.  16  deaths

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occurred  during  the  year;  13  Scarlet  Fever,  1  Enteric 
Fever,  1  Smallpox,  and  1  from  Septiccemia,  which  was 
admitted  as  Scarlet  Fever.  On  December  31st,  there 
remained  in  the  Hospital  19  eases,  of  which  17  were 
Scarlet  Fever,  and  2  Enteric  Fever.  During  the  year 
the  Domestic  Hot-water  supply  was  extended  to  the  East 
Wing,  which  was  afterwards  painted  and  decorated.  There 
is  a  very  pressing  need  for  sleeping  accommodation  for  the 
nurses  and  staff,  and  I  would  suggest  that  you  consider 
the  matter  during  the  coming  year.  Many  gifts  of  books 
and  other  literature  have  been  received  at  the  Hospital 
for  the  patients’  use,  for  which  the  Health  Committee 
desire  to  tender  their  sincere  thanks.  Eleven  samples  of 
Food  were  taken  from  the  Hospital,  all  of  which  were 
found  on  analysis  to  be  genuine  and  of  good  quality. 

534  Inspections  have  been  made  of  the  Offensive 
Trades,  which  number  14,  viz.,  Tripe-boilers  8;  Tallow 
Melters  2;  Fellmongers  1;  Skin-dressers  1;  Bone-boilers 
1;  Soap-boilers  1.  With  your  permission,  I  purpose,  this 
next  year,  applying  to  the  Local  Government  Board  to 
sanction  bye-laws  to  control  these  places  as  far  as  possible. 

2,252  Visits  of  inspection  have  been  made  of  the 
Slaughterhouses,  and  the  Cowsheds,  &c.,  were  frequently 
visited.  Sanitary  defects  and  breaches  of  regulations  were 
noted,  and  notices  served  to  remedy  them.  In  one  case  a 
Farmer  was  prosecuted  for  neglecting  to  maintain  his  milk 
vessels  in  a  state  of  thorough,  cleanliness,  and  fined  10/- 
and  costs.  As  our  bye-laws  relating  to  Slaughterhouses 
are  old  and  imperfect  and  not  adapted  to  the  present  date, 
I  would  suggest  that  we  revise  them  and  apply  to  the 
Local  Government  Board  for  the  sanction  of  same.

During  the  year  123  Observations,  each  of  one  hour’s 
duration^  were  made  of  Smoke  issuing  from  factory  and 
other  chimneys,  within  the  Borough,  and  reported  to  you. 
A  greater  interest  lias  been  taken  in  the  smoke  question 
during  the  past  year  ;  it  has  been  the  subject  of  debate  on 

V 

several  occasions  at  the  Council  Meetings,  which,  no  doubt, 
lias  been  the  means  of  those  responsible  for  the  nuisance 
taking  more  interest  in  the  question,  and  showing  a  desire 
to  assist  the  Committee.  The  Health  Committee  and  the 
Council  are  very  desirous  that  the  smoke  nuisance  should 
be  reduced  to  a  minimum,  and  the  Committee  have  there¬ 
fore  keep  a  keen  watch  on  the  Observations  presented  to 
them  fortnightly.  This  has  resulted  in  14  firms  being 
cautioned  by  letter  from  the  Town  Clerk,  and  7  notices 
being  served  on  firms  to  abate  the  nuisance  within  a 
specified  period  on  pain  of  prosecution.  In  one  case  legal 
proceedings  were  instituted,  and  an  order  made  on  the 
firm  to  abate  the  nuisance  within  one  month  from 
December  6tli,  1905  (date  of  hearing),  and  since  then  the 
Committee  have  found  no  reason  for  making  any  further 
complaints.  As  a  result  of  the  increased  action  taken  by 

the  Health  Committee  to  deal  with  this  nuisance,  many  of 

\ 

the  local  millowners  are  expending  considerable  sums  of 
money  in  making  alterations  and  fixing  various  smoke 
consuming  apparatus  to  prevent  such  nuisance  arising. 

During  the  year  387  visits  of  inspection  were  made  to 
Workshops,  and  417  to  Bakehouses.  Defects  and  breaches 
of  regulations  were  noted  and  subsequently  remedied. 
The  underground  bakehouse  which  was  mentioned  in  my 
last  report  as  being  under  consideration  has  now  under¬ 
gone  alterations  with  regard  to  light,  ventilation,  &c.,  and 
has  been  granted  a  certificate  of  suitabilit}r.  All  the 
underground  bakehouses  in  the  Borough,  numbering  7, 
now  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  Act. 

Supervision  of  the  administration  of  these  Acts  has 
been  transferred  to  the  Watch  Committee, 
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Under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Acts,  180  samples  of  Food¬ 
stuffs  were  submitted  for  analysis,  or  5  less  than  the 
preceding  year,  and  1  less  than  the  year  preceding  that, 
with  the  result  that  proceedings  were  taken  in  four  cases. 
A  more  detailed  account  of  samples  taken  will  be  found  on 
referring*  to  Table  XVII.  In  addition  to  the  above,  7 
samples  of  Water  have  been  taken  and  submitted  for 
analysis,  5  of  which  were  found  to  be  contaminated.  In 
one  case  town’s  water  has  been  provided  for  6  houses  in 
lieu  of  contaminated  supply;  in  two  cases  steps  have  been 
taken  to  prevent  the  contamination  of  water  which  sup¬ 
plied  10  houses,  and  in  the  remaining  2  no  action  has 
been  taken. 

57  Canal  Boats  have  been  inspected  during  the  year, 
all  of  which  were  found  to  comply  with  the  Acts  and 
Regulations. 

27  Dwellinghouses  have  been  condemned  as  unfit  for 
human  habitation.  Xo  Cellar  Dwellings  were  closed. 

During  the  year  proceedings  were  instituted  against 
an  Ice-cream  Vendor  for  omitting  to  take  any  proper  pre¬ 
cautions  for  the  due  protection  of  Ice-cream  from  infection 
or  contamination,  and  a  fine  of  21/-  and  costs  imposed.

Midwives,  the  Committee  met  only  once  during  the  year 
195  inspections  of  Midwives  were  made,  with  the  resul 
that  they  complied  fairly  well  with  the  requirements  o 
the  Act. 


The  Sanitary  Work  of  the  Borough  has  been  carefully/- 
carried  out  under  your  instructions.  The  nuisances  dealjt 
with  by  the  Inspectors,  and  the  number  of  premises  visiteH 
and  inspected,  will  show  that  a  great  deal  of  valuable  worlk 
has  been  accomplished.  House  to  house  inspection  has 
been  carried  out  in  the  following  places  : — Dunkirk,  Back 
Dunkirk,  Petrie-street,  Mary-street,  Duke-street,  Hew 
Building’s-place,  Rotliwell-place,  Hamil ton-street,  Bury- 
road,  Eastgate-street,  4  court  South-lane,  South-lane 
Deal-court,  Park-lane,  Bright-street,  Simon-street,  Simon’s- 
yard,  League-street,  Cobden-street,  Crawford-street,  and 
Hulme-street.  I 

1,039  Visits  have  been  paid  to  houses  where  cases  of 
Infectious  Disease  existed.  Disinfectants  and  printed, 
instructions  as  to  the  measures  necessary  to  check  the] 
spread  of  the  infection  were  distributed.  After  recovery,! 
death,  or  removal  to  Hospital,  583  rooms  were  thoroughly' 
fumigated  and  cleansed.
